48, one of which replaced

old one. Our over-all problem is 
one of improving our white anc 
Negro facilities and providing ad- 
s&itional s'pacc for additional chil- 
dren. Although we have kept most 
of the buildings in a reasonable 
state of repair, they need more 
attention than we are able to give 
with the amount of 
maintenance 


money available. We realize 
tha 


the immediate construction of al 
desired buildings is out 
of

question, but your board has so 
up a long-range improvement pro 


ram which we believe is 
sounc 


ducationally and financially. The 
most pressing problems are

Russians Are 
Moving in Red 
China Is Report 


Hong Kong, April 13 — (fl>)— Rus- 


sians are streaming into Shanghai, 
88 foreigners just arrived 
from 


Communist China said today. . 


"You don't see them so much as 


you feel them." That was the com- 
ment of one of the arrivals, the 
first large group to get 
out '«f 


Shanghai since the 
Reds 
eased 


their ban on train travel by fpr- 
eigners. 


Best estimate of these foreigners 


is that about 5,000 Russians are in 
Shanghai — mostly civilian tech- 
nicians and political workers. Not 
a one saw a Russian in military 
uniform. 


This was in contrast to many re- 


ports that have filtered into Hong 
Kong. These within recent week 
have had Russian soldiers patrol- 
ling Shanghai 
streets, 
manning 


anti-aircraft defenses 
and 
doing 


other active military duties. 


The arrivals, who included four 


Americans, said the Russians are 
being given the best housing ac- 
commodations in Shanghai -- a sit- 
uation arousing much resentment. 
This confirmed reports 
pravalent 


here for some time. 


The 88 were among 154 foreign- 


ers jam-packed on the little coastal 
vessel Heinrich Jessen, built to ac- 
commodate 
36 passengers.

City to Hold 
Clean-Up Drive 
in Near Future 


A city-wide public health "clean- 


up and keep clean" campaign for 
Hope was announced today 
by 


Mayor Lyle Brown. The 
purpose 


o£ the program is "the prevention 
of the spread of contagious 
di- 


seases and particularly to 
ward 


off a polio epidemic, if possible.-" 


A suggested program has 
been 


obtained from the State 
Health 


Department and is as follows: 


1. Careful collection and disposal 


of garbage. All outlets not 
sub- 


scribing to the city collection sy- 
stem will be required to show that 
proper disposal is being made. 


2. 'Careful check of markets and 


public eating places. The City has 
a competent and full-time 
milk 


and meat inspector who will see 
that the State and City 
health 


laws are being complied with. 


. 3. Septic tanks and sewer con- 
nections. All installations will be 
checked to see that they are pro- 
perly installed. The law 
requires 


that all dwellings within 300 
feet 


of a sewer line must be 
con- 


nected. This law will be rigidly 
enforced. A new sewer 
district 


has been formed in the Oaklawn 
area and this work will begin at 
the earliest possible date. 


4. The Municipal Swimming Pool 


will be reconditioned and approv- 
ed by the State Health Depart- 
ment before being opened. 
All 


possible precautions will be taken 
throughout 'the summer to pre- 
vent any illness from this source. 


5. A rat control program 
for 


the business section of town will 
soon be offered the business men. 
The Chamber of .Commerce has 
agreed to sponsor it. If the vol- 
untary method is not 
successful 


enforcement measures will 
have 


to be adopted.

—-(/P)— Two Czech employes of the 
Unite States Information service 
went on trial before the Prague 
state court toay on charges 
of 


spying and spreading hostile prop- 
aganda. 


The official Czech news agency 


named the defendants as Lubos 
Elstner and Mjss Dagmar Kacer- 
ovska, translators for the U.S.I.S. 
The agency said Elstner pleaded 
innocent and Miss Kccr o v s k a 
pleaded partly guilty. 


Both were accused of supplying 


state secrets to the chief of 
the 


U.S. embassy's press department 
and with spreading hostile propa- 
ganda against the Communist- led 
government. 


The first notice of the trial waj 


given yesterday when the 
minis- 


try of information invited accredit- 
ed Western correspondents to cov- 
er the trial at Pankrac 
c o u r t

Associated Press was not 


invited because, • a ministry offici- 
al said, it has no accredited for- 
eign correspondent in Czechoslo- 
vakia.

federal government is s p e n ding 
about $1,000,000,000 a year on its 
various medical programs and hos 
pitals. 


That includes the army and navy 


hospitals in this country, the pub 
lie health service, and the

pitals and medical care provided 
for veterans by the veterans 
ad- 


ministration (VA). 


The Hoover commission, headed 


by former President Hoover, rec- 
ommended that all the hospitals be 
placed under the single control of 
a new agency to be called 
the 


united medical administration. 


The idea behind this recommend- 


ation — since 
the 
commission's 


job was to suggest ways of run- 
ning the government 
better 
and 


cheaper — was that-it would make 
the government's medical program 
more efficient and less costly. 


There is siiarp dispute over both 


points; Mora efficiency,

cost.

But on the subject of cost both 


-he friends and foes of the 
rec- 


ommendation are pretty gague. 


The Hoover commission i t s e l f 


didn't attempt to say how much 
the one-agcncy-forall - h o s p i t als 
would save the government. 


On the other hand the American 


Legion, which says the plan would 
cost more than the government is 
spending now, can't say how much 
more. The Legion, which wants VA 
to keep all its own hospitals in- 
dependently, is leading the fight 
against the plan. 


But as for efficiency, the Hoo- 


ver commission 
says 
the 
plan 


would: 


Improve the general standard of 


medical treatment, public health, 
and medical research; standardize 
the costs of building hospitals;get 
the most use of federal hospitals 
by wiping out the present distinc-
